1 II) <2E 3 ^ the Recovery of Small Debts by Civil Bill, 

under and oy virtue of an Act passed in the thirty-sixth year of 
the reign of His present Majesty, intituled, “ An Act for the better and 
“ more convenient administration of Justice, and for the recovery of 
“ Small Debts in a summary way at the Sessions of the Peace of theseve- 
“ ral Counties at large within this Kingdom, except the county of Dublin, ” 
and also under another Act passed in the thirty-eighth year of the reign of 
His present Majesty, to amend said recited Act, has been found very 
beneficial to the King’s Subjects in Ireland: 

And whereas the ordinary business of the Sessions of the Peace, and of 
the Assistant Barrister, has from various causes considerably increased, and 
by reason thereof it is found inconvenient to the Public, and to the prac- 
tioners attending courts of quarter sessions, that the quarter sessions of 
the peace should be holden at the periods now required by law ; 

FOR remedy whereof, Be tt CEwtCtet), by The KING's Most Excellent 
Majesty, by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual 

2 and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and 
by the authority of the same, THAT from and after the
